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CIVIL  SERVICE  RETIREMENT 

The  Postal  Service  and  Federal  Employee  Salary  Act  of  1962 
establishes  a  much  needed  permanent  arrangement  to  keep  the 
purchasing  power  of  annuities  abreast  of  the  cost  of  living.  It  pro- 
vides that  each  3%  rise  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  will  trigger  a 
corresponding  increase  in  annuity.  This  arrangement  replaces  the 
patchwork  annuity  adjustment  legislation  required  in  the  past  and  is  a 
milestone  in  the  history  of  retirement  and  pension  plans.  For  present 
and  future  civil  service  annuitants  and  their  survivors  much  of  the 
economic  uncertainty  involved  in  living  on  a  fixed  retirement  income 
has  been  removed. 

Filling  another  social  need  the  Act  continues  survivor  annuity 
payments  to  full-time  student  children  between  ages  18  and  21.  This 
provision,  a  provision  for  an  immediate  annuity  increase  of  5%  to 
those  now  on  the  annuity  rolls,  and  certain  liberalizations  in  survivor 
annuity  provisions  demonstrate  the  responsiveness  of  the  42-year-old 
Civil  Service  Retirement  System  to  the  needs  of  our  time.
